Nurse In Every 
Home Is Aim 
In Australia 


CANBERRA. — A home nurse in 
every Australian household is the 
ambitious aim of the St. John Am- 
bulance Association in this dominion, 

In co-operation with the Australian 
Red Cross Society the association 
hopes to train one member—prefer- 
ably a woman—in every family to 
take care of the sick, The program 
is designed to relieve over-crowding 
in hospitals, 

The Red Cross and the St. John 
Ambulance Association have each 
published nursing manuals to suit 
Australian conditions and both or- 
ganizations issue certificates of pro- 
ficiency to. graduates in their nursing 
courses, 

Instructions are given by the am- 
bulance association wherever it has 
stations; in other areas the Red Cross 
takes over the training. Ambulance 
stations are located in all metropoli- 
tan areas, in most of the larger pro- 
vincial centres and in many small 
rural towns also. Through this net- 
work the broad nursing education 
program is directed, 

Special classes for juniors up to 
the age of 16 are held, Senior stu- 
dents take subjects including the 
structure and functions of the body, 
bandaging, care of the sick, children’s 
ailments, invalid feeding and conva- 
lescent care, 

The St. John Ambulance Associa- 
tion has issued more than 231,000 
certificates in first aid and home 
nursing since it was founded in Aus- 
tralia in 1890. There are about 7,000 
practising members throughout the 
dominion.

Dear Mrs. A: ; 

Since you have never a ray of sun- 
light in your pantry, by all means 
strive for a sunshine effect in your 
paper. A daffodil yellow paper on 
walls and ceiling would be very nice 
and you could paint those shelves in 
a soft leaf green. But if you think, 
as I do, that bare painted shelves 
look bare, you can dress them up 
with wallpaper in a soft green shade. 
Just fasten it in place wjth thumb 
tacks. Then get a few yards of yel- 
low plastic frilling about two inches 
wide and tack up around the edges 
of your shelves. This will make for 
bright, pretty shelves—just the place 
for those green cannisters—and the 
whole thing will harmonize with your 
new kitchen paper, 

Why not paint your pantry floor 
the same terra cotta as the kitchen? 
Or if you wish you can lighten the 
terra cotta by getting a few cents 
worth of bright yellow ochre powder 
to mix with your paint to brighten 
it up. And if you have a dab of that 
green lacquer left, it would be quite 
striking on the iron lift of the trap 
door. This renovating job should 
yield big results at very little ex- 
pense. 

As for the curve of the bay win- 
dow, I agree that it should be used. 
Why not get an oval table and move 
it into this space? You'll not only 
have a built-in view with your meals 
—you'll have, too, a bright cheerful

Nothing is more of a white ele- 
phant than a tractor that will not 
go. If the farm tractor wasn’t thor- 
oughly overhauled in the fall, it is 
not too early to attend to it now. 
Spring has a habit of catching every- 
one unaware, and a worn part on the 
tractor can often mean a few days’ 
delay when the spring rush starts, 


And other farm machinery and 
equipment can well be checked too. 
All bearings and other moving parts 
should be carefully examined, and 
those showing excessive wear should 
be renewed, All bolts and setscrews 
used in adjustments should be check- 
ed to be sure they operate. Machines 
should also be checked for broken 
castings, Because a machine was 
running well last time it was used 
in the fall, that’s no guarantee it 
will operate perfectly first thing in 
the spring.

G. L., Quebec, 
Ans.—About the only way to stop 
the water hammer you. are experi- 
encing from the drinking bowls in 
the stable is to install air chambers 
or columns in the pipe lines. Usually 
it is best to install one of these at 
each drinking cup, but this would be 
rather expensive. We would there- 
fore suggest that you connect one 
air chamber in each line as close to 
the lines of drinking cups as possible. 
We are showing herewith a sketch 
of such a chamber which consists of 
a piece of large piping, preferably 2 
inches in diameter and not less than 
2 feet high. The upper end of this 
piece of pipe must be capped with 
an airtight cap and in the centre of 
the cap there should be installed a 
small brass stop cock to admit air 
when necessary. A stop and waste 
cock should also be installed in the

so that it is possible to shut off the 
water from the air chamber and 
drain the water out of it when it is 
necessary to renew the air supply in 
the chamber, 

The hammering is prevented in 
such an air chamber by a surge of 
water into the air chamber, com- 
pressing the air, whenever the valve 
in a drinking cup is closed. Whether 
or not the trouble will be entirely 
stopped by one air chamber on each 
pipe line is hard to say excepting by 
trial. If the trouble is not entirely 
removed it may be necessary to put 
additional air chambers at one or 
more points in each line of drinking 
cups, However, this is the only way 
to stop water hammer in high pres- 
sure water pipes such as this.

LOS ANGELES.—Spectacular op- 
ortunities for salvaging treasure 
from sunken laden ships are prom- 


sed by an underwater tank recently 
patented by Lt. Harry E. Rieseberg, 
famed deep sea diver and world re- 
cord holder for depth in a robot. 

This mechanical monster is a trac- 
tor-tank diving robot. It is a “me- 
chanical lobster’ that may be driven 
irectly into the sea from the beach 
level under its own power, or drop- 
ped into the depths from a pontoon 
salvage vessel, 

It resembles a huge army tank on 
caterpillar treads, Powerful electri- 
cally driven motors operating from 
sealed chambers will move this huge 
vehicle over the rocky slopes and 
pinnacles of the ocean floor at five 
to eight miles an hour, 

The device, of which only a model 
now exists, will measure 20 feet long, 
18 feet wide, and 12 feet deep. It 
will weigh 25 tons, 

This monster will carry five fold- 
ing cranes, so devised that they may 
project to most any desired length 
needed for various underseas work. 

A master crane, a heavy duty job, 
will be mounted on the top of the 
control compartment, This one will 
have a 360 degrees swing and a 
reach of 35 feet in any direction, 

The four other cranes are situated 
on the four corners of the tractor- 
tank's outer base for ready and con- 
venient manipulation. Each of these 
powerful arms is hydraulically oper- 
ated,

Shortage Of 
Horses Seen 


OTTAWA. — Production on 
many Canadian farms may be 
endangered within two or three 
years by a nationwide shortage 
of work horses, a federal horse 
expert said. 

Dr. F. J. Leslie, 
agriculture department's animal 
health division, said the slWortage 
would develop unless Canada’s farm- 
ers started immediately on a large- 
scale horse-breeding program. 

“Breeding of foals and yearlings 
by Canadian farmers has dropped 
off to the danger point and is not 
|sufficient to ensure replacements,” 
Leslie said. “If breeding continues 
to decrease, many farmers soon will 
find it impossible to get enough 
horses to work their farms.” 

Leslie said there were about 
000 farm horses in Canada, “the 
minimum number of mature animals 
required by the nation’s farmers.” 

He said breeding had dropped to 
a low where it represented only about

4.19 per cent, and said this was a 
“dangerously low figure”, 
He urged farmers to take imme- 


diate action to bring the percentage 
up to 10 or 12. 

“At least 10 per cent. of the work 
horse population should be producing 
foals and yearlings to assure a future 
supply of horses,’’ he said. ‘Unless 
this percentage is reached soon, 
there will be a severe shortage of 
horses on farms in the next few 
years.” 

He said a large horse popuiation 
was necessary because 400,000 of 
Canada’s 700,000 farms depended on 
the animals for power, and that most
